Automobile 
Act Twice 
Thrown Out

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The argu- 


ment 
over 
whether 
Arkansas 


needs regulation of its automobile 
sales industry has been a long and 
bidcr" one. Voters' will have1 the 
final 
say Nov., G when they ap- 


prove or reject Referred Act V99. 


The act, passe'd by the 1961 Leg- 


islature, 
would create a seven- 


member state Motor Vehicle Com- 
mission with authority to license 
and regulate the manufacture, dis- 
tribution and sale of motor vehi- 
cles. 


Two previous legislature passed 


similar acts which were thrown 
out by the Arkansas Supreme 
Court. 


The measure is favored by the 


rVrkansas Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation, which supported it in the 
General Assembly, and opposed 
by most independent auto dealers. 


Petitions to refer it were cir- 


culated by independent dealers. 


Since the act was placed on the 


ballot, little has been heard from 
proponents or opponents. 


But a source close to the inde- 


pendent dealers says they can be 
expected to campaign against the 
act in the two week before1 the1 


election. 


Proponents told the legislature 


adoption of the act would halt 
many objectionable practices in 
the automobile industry. They said 
unreliable persons should be kept 
out of the business. Presumably 
the! commission would see: to this. 


Opponents contend the automo- 


lile trade will operate better with 
out restrictions under unregulated 
free enterprise. 


The commission would have au- 


thority to revoke licenses for in- 
fractions of its regulations. Ex- 
penses of the commission would 
be met with fees imposed on li- 
censees. It would not be support- 
ed with tax 
funds. 


The act provides for penalties 


ranging up to a $500 fine and six 
months imprisonment for violation 
of its provisions.
